DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 8-19 are pending in tlie instant application. Claims 1-7 have been 
canceled. 

Response 

Applicant's response and amendment to the claims filed on 5/14/2009 are 
acknowledged. The rejections and objections made in the previous office action are 
withdrawn in view of the amendment to the claims. The restriction requirement mailed 
on 1/21/2009 is withdrawn in view of all the claims being examined. 

Reasons for Allowance 

The present invention is directed to a process for making aldehydes using a 
multistage reaction system, comprising at least two reaction stages, wherein the first 
reaction stage does not utilize a rhodium catalyst, but a C0/H2 synthesis gas and (2) 
the catalyst used in the second stage is not rhodium-triphenylphosphine, but rhodium 
phosphoramidite of formula (I). The closest prior art is WO 02/68371 (Bohnen et al.), 
which relates to an isomerizing hydroformylation process in a reactor cascade using a 
conventional rhodium-triphenylphosphine catalyst in the first reaction stage and a 
rhodium catalyst modified with a chelating diphosphine having a xanthene backbone in 
the second reaction stage. Therefore, the instant process claims are allowable over the 
prior art.
